Unlike 
our Confederation Act that was never call- 
ed for by our’ people and was hurried 
through the British Parliament at the re~ 
quest of rival politicians and has been kept 
together ever since by questionable prac- 
tices. The Province of Ontario has 
certainly gained nothing by confedoration. 
She would have been better off thao’she is 
now had she simply remained a colony ia 
connection with the Empire. arty 
government is a system that affords great 
facilities for the promotion of vicious legis- 
lation. Inasmuch as the party in 
power can confidently rely upon the sup 
port of their followers to justify their acts 
no matter how corrupt, and the govern- 
ment may with impunity formulate a policy 
to extract millions of dollars out of the 
pockets of the people by burdensome tax- 
ation. A taxation overand aoave that 
which is necessary to pay the expenses of 
Roverament and which hasled to com- 
bines andmonopilies and to the accumula- 
tion of vast fortunes out of the h rd earn= 
ings of the people, and any opposition to 
he government or to their bad logisla- 
tion if it be made by their political oppon 

ents, 1s attributed to envy and a spirit of 
disloyalty, and a want of love for the old 
flag and British connection, which ate the 
standing arguments of the Tory party. 
Where it notfor party government, all 
would tyke an interest in promoting honest 
legislation as it would be the interest of 
all to do so, but under our present system 
this mutual tie is broken and the leaders 
may do as they please, well bnowing that 
all their acts willbe endorsed by th ir 
followers and thus bad legislation may be 
continued indefinitely through political 
ranktr and party slavery. The advocate 
of this. system vf parly government no 
matter to which side théy belong havea 
cast of mind for selfish party intrigues 
and have buta slight appreciation of 
good measures on Account of their own 
intrinsic merits. Such persons are not 
desirable candidates for the promowion of 
honest and impartial legislation. Party 
government in Oanada under Tory man- 
agement for the last twen‘y years has be-~ 
come so odious and productive of so much 
politicol terpitude as to shock the nioral 
sense of justice ofthe people. All the 
promises they made that the National 
Policy would bring prosperity to the coun~ 
try and increase the material welfare of 
the people and furnish better markets 
for farm products and hundred and one 
other things to promote the general wel- 
fare have ended in shameful mendacity. 

Instead of keeping their promises what did 
they do? They took a soloran oath to do 
justice and administer the goverament 
honestly forthe benefit of ali, and then 
turned around and formulated a policy 
which has robbed the people.

T) HYPNOTIAE DE JONG, 

Dutch Officials Will Try to Obtain a 
Confession by Original Means, 


TWO WOMEN _ DISAPPEARED. 


No Trace of the Prisoner's Two Wives 
Story of the Mystery That ts Cause 
ing tho Greatest Interest 
Throughout England 
and Holland, 


Amarenvam, Oct. 7,—Tho Handolsbald 
of this city says the officials who are 
trying to unravel the myatory surrounding 
the disappoarance of Mra, De Jong haye, 
after conferring with several eminent 
physicians, decided to place De Jong, the 
womans husband, under hypnotic in- 
fluence and thus endeavor to obtain infor- 
mation that will clear up the mystery, It 
may be pointed out, however, that evon 
should De Jong confons that ho killed his 
wife, as is strongly suspected, he could not 
bo convicted upon a confession obtained in 
thin manner, It has been docided that 
two eminent physicians will try the oxperl- 
mont, 

The story of Mrs, De Jong’s disnppear- 
ance has excited general interest in Tra 
Jand. Prior to her marriago she was a 
Miss Sarah Ann Juett, and her home was 
at Maidenhead, Borkahire. 

Last November De Jong, who was 
steward on & Dutch vessel, was imprisoned 
for smuggling. While in confinement he 
became vory ill and had to be removed to 
the infirmary at Middlesborough, where he 
had for his attendant Miss Juett, who, 
though her parents were well-to-do, was 
acting a8 a nurse, She was very good- 
looking and about 25 years of age, “She at 
once attracted the attention of her patient 
and the young pair were soon apparently 
in love with each other. A few days later 
De Jong proposed marriage and was ac- 
cepted. 

On June 15 last the young couple were 
married at Maidenhead, The young man 
had secured a license granted by the 
Bishop of Oxford, but even this fact, to- 
gether with the fact that he refused to in- 
vite any of his friends, created only s pass- 


ing surprise. After the ceremony De Jong 
discovered that be had lost his purse, His 


ride at once gave him £5 and her father 
£20, The money was to be returned in 
day or two, but wince that time De Jong 
has denied over having the money. The 
young Sonple took a train to London, om- 
barking the following day for Holland. 
While they were away the parents of the 
girl could get no answers to letters or tele- 
grams, and early in August the girl dis- 
appeared. 

“ “The man was at Amsterdam on August 
1, and there he speedily made the ao- 
quaintance of Miss Maria Sybilla Schmitz 
and soon persuaded her to marry him. 
The pair visited London and De Jong took 
the opportunity of running down to 
Maidenhead. The anxious mother ex- 
pressed the greatest surprise that he was 
alone and asked where her daughter was. 
De Jong, who spoke English imperfectly, 
said ; “‘She has ron away from/me, and 
has gone off with zee big American.” So 
great was his assumed grief that he was 
the recipient of the family’s consolations. 
his conduct lending veracity to his tale. 

On Angust 31 De Jong and Miss Schmitz 
left Amsterdam for Bussum, a village some 
distance off, and then occtrs ab) The 
woman has not been seen or heard of 
since, Meanwhile suspicions were excited 
in England, andthe Dutch police recelved 
arequest from Scotland Yard to make 
enquiries as to the whereabonts of De Jong 
and to place him under arrest. 

De Jong, it is said, was well-known in 
Holland before his escapade in England. 
No trace of either his wife or Miss Schmitz 
hasbeen found, thongh the police have 
exhausted their resources in hunting for 


them. 

The physicians who will try the hypno- 
tic experiment on the prisoner are Dr. 
Renterghem, of Amsterdam, and Dr, De 
Jong, of the Hague. Tho latter, though 
bearing the same name as the prisoner, is 
no relation to him.

“The Botany of the Bible; or, God among 
the Flowers! {s a fascinating subject, I hold 
in my hand a book which I brought from 
Palestine, bound in olive wood, and within 
it are prossedt flowers, which have not only 


retained thele color, but their aroma. 
! Flowers from Bethlehem, flowers from 
Jerusalem, flowers from  Gethsomane, 


| flowers from Mount of Olives, flowers from 


Bethany, flowe from Siloam, flowers 
from the valley of Jehoshaphat, red anom 
ones and wild mignonette, butteroups, dat 


sios, cyclamens, camomile, bluebolls, ferns, 
mosses, grasses and a wealth of flora that 
keeps mip fascinated by tho hour, and every 
time Topon it ft fs a new revelation, It 
ix the New Testament of the flelda, But 
my text leads us into another realm of the 
botanical kingdom, 

Hayling spoken to you in a course of ser 
mons about God everywhero—on ‘Tho As 
tronomy of the Bible; or, God Among the 
Starsy’ "The Ornithology of the Bible; or, 
God Among the Birds," “Tho Ichthyology 
of the Bible; or, God Among tho Fishes,” 
“The Mineralogy of the Bible; or, God 
Among the Amethysts;”’ "The Conchology 
of the Bible; or, God Among the Shells,” 
“The Chronology of the Bible; or, God 
Among tho Centuries'’—I speak now to you 
about "The Botany of the Bible; or, God 
In tho Garten of tho Sea.” 

BOTANY OF THE DIDLE, 

Althongh I purposely take this morning 
for consideration tho least observed and 
least appreciated of all the botanical prod- 
nots of the world, we shall find the contem- 
plation very absorbing, In all our theolog- 
{cal seminaries where we make ministers 

lero ought to be professors to give lessons 
in natural history, Physical solence ought 
to be tanght sido by side with revelation. 
It {s the same God who inspires the page of 
tho natural world as the page of the Scrip 
tural world, 

What a freshening up it would be to our 
sermons to press into them even a frag- 
ment of Mediterranean seaweed! Woshould 
have fower sermons awfully @y if wo iml- 
tated our blessed Lord, and in our dis- 
courses, like him, we would let a lily 
bloom, or a crow fly, or a hen brood her 
cbickens, ora crystal of salt flash out the 
preservative qualities of religion. The trou- 
blo is that in many of our theological sem- 
{naries men who are so dry themselves 
they never could get people to come and 
hear them preach are now trying to teach 
young mon how to preach, and the student 
is put between two great presses of dog: 
matic theology and squeezed until there ia 
no life leftin him. Give the poor victim 
‘at least one lesson on the botany of the 
Bible. 

That was an awfal plunge that the re 
creant prophet Jonah made when, dropped 
over tho gunwales of tho Mediterranean 
ship, he sank many fathoms down into a 
tempestuous sea, Both before and after 
the monster of the deep swallowed him, he 
was entangled in seaweed, The jungles 
of the deep threw their cordage of vegeta 
tion around him, Some of this seaweed 
was anchored to the bottom of the watery 
abysm, and somo of it was afloat and swal- 
lowed by tho great sea monster, so that 
while the prophet was at the bottom of the 
deep after he was horribly imprisoned 
he could exclaim and did exclaim in the 
words of my text, “The weeds were wrap- 
ped about my head,” 

JONAH’S SUBMARINE DISCOVERIES, 

Jonah was the first to record that there 
are growths upon the bottom of the sea as 
well as upon land. The first picture ever 
owned was a handful of seaweeds pressed on 
a page, and I called them “tho shorn locks 
of Neptune.” Theso products of the deep, 
whether brown or green or yellow or purple 
or red or intershot of many colors, are most 
fascifiating. ‘They are distributed all over 
the depths and from Arctic to Antarctic. 
‘That God thinks well of them I conctude 
from the fact that he has made 6,000 species 
of them, Sometimes these water plants 
are 400 or 700 feet long, and they cable the 
sea, One specimen has a growth of 1,500 
feot, 

On the northwest shore of our country is 
& seaweed with leaves 30 or 40 feet long, 
amid which the sea otter makes his home, 
resting himself on the buoyancy of the leaf 
and stem. The thickest jungles of the 
tropics pre not more full of vegetation 
than the depths of the sea. There are for- 
ests dewn there, and vast prairies all 
abloom, and God walks thero as he walked 
{n the garden of Eden “in the cool of the 
day,”’ Ob, what entrancement, this sub- 
aqticous world! Oh, the God given won- 
ders of tho seaweed! Its birthplace ig a 
palace of crystal. The cradle that rocks it 
js the storm. Tts grave is a sarcophagus of 
beryl and sapphire. There is no night 
down there. 

There are.creatures of God on the bottom 
of the sea so constructed that strewn all 
along they make a firmament besprent with 
stars, constellations and galaxies of impos- 
ing luster. The sea feather is a lanrplight- 
er. The gymnotus is an electrician, and he 
is surcharged with electricity and makes 
the deep bright with the lightning of the 
sea. The gorgonia flasheslikejewels, There 
are sea anemones ablaze with light. There 
are the starfish and moonfish, theso called 
because they so powerfully suggest stellar 
and lunar illumination. 

Oh, these midnight lanterns of the ocean 
caverns; these processions of flame over the 
white floor of the deep; these illuminations 
three milés down nnder the sea; these gor- 
geously upholstered castles of the Almighty 
{n the underworld! The author of thetext 
felt the pull of the hidden vegetation of the 
Mediterranean, whether or not he appreci- 
ated {ts beauty, as he cried out, ‘The weeds 
were wrapped about my head.” 

THE SEPULCHER OF THE SEA. 

Let my subject oheer aj]. those who had 
friends who have been buried at sea or in 
our great American lakes. Which of us 
brought up on the Atlantic coast has not 
had kindred or friend thus sepulchered ? 
We had the useless horror inking that 
they were dénied proper ete -<place. We 
said: “Oh, if they em «ved to come 
ashore and had xpited! What an 
alleviation of ow -couble it would have 
boen to put them in some beautiful family 
plot, where we could have planted flowers 
and trees over them.” Why, God did bet- 
ter for them than we could have done for 
them. They were let down into beautiful 
gardens. Before they had reached the bot-

But that brings me to notice the miano- 
mer in this Jonabitlo expression of the 
text. Theprophet not only made a mis 
take by trying to go to Tarshish when God 
told him to go to Nineveh, but ho made a 
mistake when ho styled as weeds these 
growths that enwrapped him on the day 
he sank, A weed is something that is uso 
less. Itis something you throw out from 
the garden.

It is an invader of 
the vegetable or floral world, But this 
growth which sprang up from tho depth of 
the Mediterranean or floated on its sur 
face was among the most beautiful things

It was a water plant known as the red 
colored alga, and no weed at ull, It comes 
from the loom of infinite beauty. It is 
planted by heavenly love. It isthe star ofa 
sunken firmament, It is a lamp which the 
Lord kindled. It {sa cord by which to bind 
whole sheaves of practical suggestion, It 
is m poem all whose cantos are rung by 
divine goodness, Yet we all wake the mis: 
take that Jonah madein regard toit and 
callit m weed, ‘The weeds were wrapped 
about my head.’’ Ab! that is the trouble 
onthe land ason the sea, We call those 
weeds that are flowers, 

Picked up on the beach of society are 
children without home, without oppor 
tunity for anything but sin, seemingly 
without’ God, They are washed up help- 
less. Thoy are called ragamuflins. They 
are spoken of as tho rakings of the world, 
They are walfs, They are street arabs. 
They are flotanm and jetsam of the social 
sea. They are sometbing to be left alone, 
or something to be trod on, or something to 
ive up to decay, Nothing but weeds. 
"hey are up the rickety stairs of that gar- 
ret, They are down in the cellar of that 
tenement house. They swelter insummers 
when they see vot one blade of green grass, 
and shiver in winters that allow them not 
one warm coat or shawl or shoe, 

Such tho city missionary found in one of 
our city rookeries, and when the poor wom- 
an was asked if she sent her children to 
schoel she replied: “No, sir, I never did 
send ’em to school. I know it, they onght 
to learn, but I couldn’t, I try to shame 
him sometimes (it is my husband, sir), but 
he drinks and thei beats me—look at that 
bruise on my face—and I tell him to see 
what is comin to his children, There's 
Peggy, goes sellin fruit every night in those 
cellars in Water street, and they're hells, 
sir, She's learnin all sorts of bad words 
there and don’t get back till 12 o'clock at 
night, Ifit wasn’t for her earnin a sbillin 
or two in them places, I should starve. Oh, 
I wish they was out of the city, Yes, itis 
the truth. I would rather have all my 
children dead than @n the street, but I 
can't help it.” 

SAVED BY DEATH. 

Another one of those poor women, found 
by a reformatory association, recited her 
story of want and woe aud looked up and 
said, “I felt so hard to lose the children 
when they died, but now I’m glad they’re 
gone.” Ask anyone of a thousand such 
children on the streets, “Where do you 
live?!’ and they will answer, "I ’t live 
nowhere.” They will sleep tonigr® | ash 
barrels, or under outdoor stairs, « » the 
wharf, kicked and bruised ar .ngry. 
Who cares for them? Once in awhile a 
city missionary or a tract distributer or a 
teacher of ragged schools will rescue one @ 
them, but for most people they are only 
weeds. 

Yet Jonah did not more completely mis- 
represent the red alga about his head in 
the Mediterranean than most people mis- 
judge these poor and forlorn and dying 
children of the street. They are not weeds. 
They are immortal flowers—down in the 
deep sea of woe, but flowers. When socl- 
ety and the church of God come to appre- 
ciate their eternal value, there will be more 
C. L. Braces and more Van Meters and 
more angels of mercy spending thelr for 
tunes and their lives in tho rescue. 

Hear it, O, ye philanthropic and Chris- 
tian and merciful souls—not weeds, but 
flowers. Ladjure you as the friends of all 
newsboys' lodging houses, of all industrial 
schools, of all homes for friendless girls 
and for the many reformatories and ha- 
mane associations now on foot. How much 
they have already accomplished! Out of 
what wretchedness, into what good homes! 
Of 21,000 of these picked up out of the streets 
and sent into country homes, only 12 chil- 
dren turned ont badly. 

In the last 80 years a number that no 
man can number of the vagrants have been 
lifted into respectability and usefulness 
and a Christian life. Many of them have 
homes of their own—though ragged boys 
once and street girls, now at the head of 
prosperous families, honored on earth and 
to be glorious in heaven. Some of them 
have been governors of states. Somo of 
them are ministers of the gospel. Inall 
departments of life those who were thought 
to be weeds have turned out to be flowers, 
One of those rescued lads from tho streets 
of our cities wrote to another saying: ‘I 
have heard you are studying for the minis- 
try. Soam L” 

My hearers, I implead you for the news- 
boys of the streets, many of them the 
brightest children of the city, but with no 
chahce, Do not step on their bare feet. 
Do not, when they steal a ride, cut behind. 
Whon the paper {is 3 cents, once in a 
whilo give them a 5 cent piece and tell 
them to keep the change. I like the ring 


| of the letter the nd@wsboy sent back from 


Indiana, where he had been sent to a good 
home, to a New York newst ' lodging 
house: “Boys, we should show ourselves 
that we are no fools; that we can become 
as respectable as any of the countrymen, 
for Franklin and Webster and Clay were 
poor boys once, and even George Law and 
Vanderbilt and Astor. And now, boys, 
stand up and let them see you have got the 
real stuff in you. Come out here and make 
respectable and honorable men, so they can 
aay, "There, that boy was once anewsboy,’” 
My hearers, join the Christian philanthro- 
pists who are changing organ grinders and 
bootblacks and newsboys and street arabs 
and cigar girls into those whoshal) be kings 
and queens unto God foreyer, Itis high 
time that Jonah finds out that that which 
is about him is not weeds, but lowers. 
A WONDERFUL GoD,

When I 
find that the Lord provides in the so called 
seaweed the pasturage for the thronged 
marine world, 60 that not a fin or scale in 
all that oceanic aquarium suffers need, I 
conclude he will feed us, and if he suits 
the algw to the animal Jife of the decp ho 
will provide the food for our physical and 
spiritual needs, And if he clothes the 
flowers of the deep with richness of robe 
that looks bright as fallen rainbows by 
day and at night makes the underworld 
look as though the sea were on fire, surely 
he will clothe you, “O ye of little faith!” 

And what fills me with unspeakable de- 
light is that this God of depths and heights, 
of ocean and of continent, may through 
Jesus Christ, thedivinely appointed means, 
be yours and mine, to help, to cheer, to par 
don, to save, to imparadise. What mat- 
ters who in earth or hell is against us if he 
is for us? Omupipotence to defend us, om- 
nipresence to companion us and infinite 
love to infold and uplift and enrapture us, 

And when God does small things so well, 
seemingly taking as much care with the 
coll of a seaweed as the outbranching of a 
Lebanon cedar, and with the color of a 
vegetable growth which is hidden fathoms 
outof sight as he does with the solferino 
and purple of a summer sunset, we will be 
Jetermined to do well all we are called to 
jo, though no one see or appreciate us. 
Mighty God! Rollin upon our admiration 
and holy appreciation more of the wonders 
of this submarine world!

and “the hyssop that springeth ont of the 
wall,” and the “rose of Sharon and the 
lily of the valley,” and the frankincense 
and myrrh and cassia which the astrol- 
ogers brought to the manger at least ono 
stalk of the alga of the Mediterrancan.

Tho secrotary declared that many 
of the sensational reports purporting to 
describe the situation at Rio Janoiro were 
utterly unreliable and were often spootally 
manufactared, Ho ndded that tho loga- 
tion had roceivod Teapatchos yesterday 
and to-day from Rio Janeiro And that 
theso despatches made no reference what 
ever to m renowed bombardment of the 
city by the rebel admirals fleet, to the 
capture of a steamer by the rebels or the 
killing of civilians, If these alleged oo 
currences or any of them were true the 
legation despatches would certainly have 
mentioned them, 


Rio ts lc Stricken. 
New York, Oct. 7.—The Herald's Mont 
eyideo correspondent cables ; Word hx 
just been received here from Rio Jan ir 
that the bombardment of the city by tue 
rebel fleet, under Mello, which was begon | 
on Wednesday, continued without cesss- 
tion yesterday. Shot and shell from the 
ships are being thrown into the city while 
shore batteries manned by Peixoto's forces 
are returning the fire of the squadron, 
The greatest alarm prevails in the Brazil- 
ion capital, which is in au absolute state 
of panio, Business bas been entirely sus- 
pended. Banks are closed, the bourse 
deserted, workshops and railwaya have 
eliut down, Proposals haye been inade to 
prolong all commercial transactions and 
every man, wonau and child who can do 
80 is fleeing from the city, 

Frightful outrages are being perpetrated 
by Peixoto’s soldiers, who are committing 
murder and robbery, and apparently are 
beyond all restraint. They have killed ~ 
many defenceless persons and carried on a 
general plundering raid on stores and resi- 
dences, Their excesyes, which began nay: 
eral days ago and which at that time drove 
many families from the city, have increased 
in ferocity during the panic caused by the 
bombardment of the city, Neither man, 
woman, child nor property {8 safe from 
theses lawless bands. Opportunitios for 
their crimes are offered by the course pur- 
aued by their leaders, » 

Squads of armed soldiers are scouring 
the city in search of recruits. Men are 
being pressed into Peixoto’s service on all 
sides. Artisans, clerks, merchants, syery- 
body upon whom the raiders can lay their 
hands are forced into the ranks and hur- 
ried to the water front, where he is mado 
toman the batteries and fight for the . 
Government. ' 

Other detachments of Peixoto’s troops 
under direction of the President’s chiefs, 
are seizing prominent persons known to 
be in sympathy with Mello and throwing 
them in jail. These expeditions abound 
in chances for the soldiers to indulge un- 
checked in the most atrocious abuses, 

Allthe English residents of the. city 
have been warned by the British Minister 
to escape from Rio Jonciro as the fleot has 
given notice of its intention to continue 
the bombardment, . 

Postal facilities have been suspended 
and Peixoto is searching all the mail that 
enters and lefves the city. 

The sympathies of the entire city are 
with Mello. Peixoto is blamed for draw- 
ing tho fire of the fleet upon the town. 
a opened fire from the shore batteries on 
the fleet, whigh replied to his guna It is 
argued that by this action the President 
drew the fire of the squadron on the city, 
for it is believed that had_he kept his guus 
quiet Mello would not haye renewed the 
bombardment.

New York, Oot, 12,—It was no man’s 
race youterday, although the Vigilant and 
Valkyrie tried hard to settle the interua 
tonal question, After alternate apolla of . 
racing, drifting and waiting for wind they | 
gave up the contest at the expiration of } p 
the time limit 

It was long after dark when the crack 
yachts abandoned the drifting match off 
Highland Beach and hailed thelr logs: 
They wore fully seven miles from the start 
aud they had been sailing for alx hours, 
The poorless white cup-defender Vigilant 
had turned the outer mark sever minntes 
ahead of the English cuttor aud was lead 
ing by about halfa mile when the time ex 
pired, Tho fortunes of each had varied 
during the day, and the British boat bad 
the bent of it daring the firat part of the 
Trace, 

The day promised well in the early 
merning. There wana good breeze from 
tho north-weat and the weather prophet 
said there would be arattling wind onteide 
Sandy Hook. ‘The race was to be 15 miles 
to windward or leoward and return, It 
was tho third in tho series and if won by 
the Vigilant the America’s cup wonld be 
trophy of yankees prowess on the water for 
anothor year, 

The wind of the early morning did not \ 
hold, and when the floot assombled ready 
for the start the two racers, with thelr 
pyramids of white canvas gleaming in the 
sup, lay becalmed. By mutual consent 
their owners agreed to a postponement 
until later in the day, For two ees the 
yachts Iny idly Popping their sails or 
slowly gliding among the excursion steam: 
ery, Then when the Rogatta Comimittee 
asked if they would consent to a postpone 
ment. the people on the American yacht 
answored promptly in the affirmative, but 
Lord Dunraven hesitated, and the wind 
freshening a bit he asked fora race.

The Figaro has outdone all competitors 
in attacking England, It has published 
remarkable rumors to prove England's ao- 
tivity among the savages. One of its 
storios is that Sir Henry Drammond Wolff, 
England's ambassudor in Madrid, has been 
instructed to induce Spain to organize w 
complete military expedition against the 
Moors, Lord Rosebery believing that the 
Sultan when hard prossed’would call on 
England for help and thus open the way 
for her protectorate over Moroceo. The 
Figaro deolared yesterday that Mr. Wood 
sll, financial secretary in the British War 
Department, and a certain Lord of the 
Admiralty sailed yesterday on the gunboat 
Bramble from Gibraltar for Tangier, where 
they will take a hand {n Moorish affairs. 
These surprising stories, although support- 
od only by the Figaro’s word, are swallow- 
ed by many Parisians of intelligence and 
by the whole rank and file of newspaper 
renders,

Of course the noxt day we started to see 


sone of the work wrought by that frenzied 
mountain, “All out for Pompeii! was 


the cry of the conductor, And now we 


stand by the corpse of that dead elty, Ax 
Wwe ontered the gate and passed between 
the walls I took off my hat, ax one nut 
urilly does in the presones of some impor 
ing obsequies, That city had heen at one 
time a capital of beauty and pomp, the 
home of grand architecture, exquisite 
painting, enchanting sculpture, unrestralu- 
ed carousal and rapt assemblage, A bigh 
wall, 20 feet thick, three-quarters of it still 
visible, encircled the city, On those wallsat 
a distance of only 100 yards from each other 
towers rose for aymed then who wateliod 
the city, Tho streets ran at right angles 
nud from wall to wall, only one street ex- 
cepted, 

Tn the days of the city’s prosperity its 
towers glittered inthe sun. Elght strong 
gates for ingress and egress—Gate of the 
Beashore, Gate of Herculaneum, Gate of 
Vesuvius being perhaps the most impor 
tant, Yondor stood the temple of Juplrer, 
hoisted at an impoding elevation, aud with 
its six corinthian columos of immense 
girth, which stood like carved icebergs 
shimmering in the light, There stands the 
Temple of the Twelve Gods, Youdersee the 
Temple of Hercules and the Temple of Mer- 
cury, with altars of marble aud bas-relief, 
wonderful enough to astound all succeed- 
ing ages of art, and the Temple of Aescula 
pius, brilliant with sculpture and gorgeous 
with painting. - 

Yonder aro the theaters, partly cut into 
surrounding hills and glorified with pic- 
tured walls and entered under arches of 
imposing masonry, and with rooms for 
captivated and applaudatory audiences, 
seated or standing, in vast semicircle, Yon- 
der are the costly and immense public 
baths of the city, with more than the mod- 
dern ingennities of Carlsbad, Notice the 
Warmth of those ancient tepidariums with 
hovering radiance of roof, and the vapor of 
those caldariums with decorated alcoves, 
and the cold dash of their frigidariums with 
floors of masaic and ceilings of all skillful- 
ly intermingled hues and walls upholster- 
ed with all the colors of thesetting suf and 
sofas on which to recline for slumber after 
the plunge. 

Yonder are the barracks of the celebrated 
gladiators, Yonder is the summer home 
of Sallust, the Roman historian and sena- 
tor, the architecture as elaborate as his 
character was corrupt. There is the resi- 
dence of the poet Panga, with a compressed 
Louvre and Luxembourg within his walls. 
There is the home of Lucretius, with vases 
and antiquities enough to turn the head of 

virtuoso, Yonder see the Forum at the

It is bounded on 
three sides by doric columns, 

Yonder, in the suburbs of the city, is the 
home of Arrius Diomed, the mayor of the 
suburbs, terraced residence of billionaire-

bottles of rarest wine, a few drops of which 


the streets of the city are men of might and 
women of beauty formed into bronze that 
many centuries had no power to bedim, 
Battle scenes on walls in colors, which all 
time cannot efface.

So Sencea and Tacitus and Cicero pro-

A WORD PICTURE,

And can it be that all up and down these 


solemn solitudes, hearts, nvore than 1,800 


years ago, ached and rejoiced, and feet 
shufiled with the gait of old age or danced 
with childish gleo, and overtasked work:

ing youth clasp hands in marriage vow, and 
Across that threshold did pallbearers carry 
the beloved dead, and gay groups once 
mount these now skeletons of staircases? 

While I walked and contemplated the 
city seemed suddenly to be thronged with 
all the population that had ever inhabited 
if, and IT heard its laughter and groan and 
blasphemy and uncleanness and infernal) 
boust, a4 it was on the 28d of August, 79, 
And Vesuvius, from the mild Might with 
which it flushed the sky that summer even: 
ing as I stood in disentombed Pompelt 
seemed suddenly again to heave and flame 
and rock with the lava and darkness and 
desolation and woe with which, more than. 
18 centuries ago, it submerged Pompell, as, 
with the liturgy of, fire and storm, the 
mountain proclaimed at the burial, ‘Ashes 
to ashes, dust to dust.’” 

MORALS MORE IMPORTANT THAN ART. 

My friends, I cannot tell what practical 
suggestion comes to your mind from this 
walk through uncovered Pompeii, but the 
first thought that absorbs me is that while 
art and culture are important they cannot 
save the morals or the life of a great town, 
Much of the painting and sculpture of 
Pompeli was so exquisite that, while some 
is kept on the walls where it was first pen- 
ciled, to be admired by those who go there, 
whole wagon loads and whole rooms full 
ofit have been tyansferred to the Museo 
Borbonico at Naples, to be admired by the 
centuries, 

‘Those Pompelian artists mixed such du- 
rability of colors that, though their paint- 
ings were buried in ashes and scorim for 
1,700 years, and since they were uncovered 
many of them have remained there exposed 
to the rains and winds and winters and 
summers of 130 years, the color is as fresh 
and vivid and true as though yesterday it 
had passed from the easel, Which of our 
modern paintings could stand all that? And 
yet many of thespecimens of Pompeiian art 
show that the city was sunk tosuch a depth 
of abomination that there was nothing deep- 
er, Sculptured gnd petrified and embalmed 
abomination, There was a state of public 
morals worse than belongs to any city now 
standing under the sun, 

Yet how many think that all that is nec- 
essary is to cultivate the mind and advance 
the knowledge and improve the arts? Have 
you the impression that eloquence will do 
the elevating work? Why, Pompeli had 
Cicero half of every year for its citizen. 
Have you the idea that literature is all that 
is necessary to keep a city right? Why, 
Sallust, with a pen that was the boast ot 
Roman literature, had a mansion in that 
doomed city. Do you think that sculpture 
and art are quite sufficient for the produc- 
tion of good morals? Then correct your 
delusion by examining the statues in the 
Temple of Mercury at Pompeii, or the 
winged figures of its Parthenon and the 
colonnades and arches of this honse of 
Diomed. 

By all sneans have schoola and Dussel- 
dorf and Dore exhibitions and galleries 
where the genius of all centuros can bank 
itself up in snowy sculpture, and all brio 


a-brac, and allpure art. But nothing, save 


the religion of Jesus Christ, can make a 


city moral. In proportion as churches and 


Bibles and Christian printing presses aod 
revivals of religion abound is 6 city clean 
and pure, What has Buddhism or Confu- 
clanism or Mohammedanism done in all 
the bundreds of years of their progress for 
tho elevation of society? Absolutely noth- 
ing. Peking and Madras and Cairo are just 
What they were ages ago, except as Chris- 
tlanity has modified their condition. 


What 1s the difference between our , 
Brooklyn and their Pompeii? No differ- , 
ence, except that which Christianity has 


ought. Favor all good art, but take Dest 
care of your churches, and your Sabbath 
schools, and your Bibles, and your family 
altars, 

Yea, seo fn our walk today through un- 
covered Pompeii what sin will do for a city. 
We ought to be slow to assign the judg- 
ments of God. Cities are sometimes affilct- 
ed just as good people are afflicted, and the 
earthquake, and the cyclone, and the ep!- 
demic are no sign in many cases that God 
is angry with a city, but the distross is sent 
for some good and kind purpose, whether 
We understand it or not, The Jaw that ap- 
plies to individuals may apply to Christian 
cities as well, ‘All things work together for 
&00d to those that love God." 

LIKE SODOM AND GOMORRAH, 

But the greatest calamity of history came 
upon Pompeii, not to improve its future 
condition, for it was completely obliterated 
and will never be rebuilt. It was so bad 
that it needed to be buried 1,700 yeara be- 
fore even its ruins were fit to be uncovered 
So Sodom and Gomorrah were filled with 
such turpitude that they were not only 
turned under, but haye for thousands of 
years been kept unde¥. The two greatest 
cemeteries are the cdnetery in which the 
sunken ships are burkd all the way be- 
tween Fire island and Yastnet lighthouse, 
and the other cemeteryt* the cometery of 
dead cities.

Vile men ure turning that Coney Island, 
Which is one of the finest watering places 
on all the Atlantic coust, iuto a place for 
the offscouring of the earth to congregate, 
the low horse jockeys and gamblers, and the 
puxilists,and the pickpockets,and the bloats 
regurgitated from the depths of the worst 
wards of these cities, They invite delegates 
from universal loaferdom to come to their 
carnival of kuuckles. But Ido not belleve 
that the pugilism contracted for and adyer- 
tised for next December will take place in 
our neighborhood, 

Evil sometimes defeats itself by going 
ona step too far, You may drive the hoop 
of a barrel down so hard that it breaks, I 
will not believe that the international prize 
fight will take place on Long Island or in 
the state of New York until Isee the rowdy 
rabble rolling drunk off the cars at Flat 
bush avenue and with faces banged and 
cut and bleeding from theimbruting scene, 
Against this infraction of the laws of the 
btute of New York I lift solemn protest, 
The curse of Almighty God will rest upon 
any community that consents to such an 
outrage, Does any one think it cannot be 
stopped and that the constabulary would be 
overborne? Then let Governor Flower send 
down there a regiment of state militia, angl 
they will clean out the nuisance in one 
hour. 


AMERICAN POLITICS, 

Warned by the doom of other cities that 
have perished for their rufMfianism, or their 
cruclty, or their idolatry, or their dissolute- 
ness, let all our American cities lead the 
right way. Our only dependence is on God. 

Politics will do 
nothing but make things worse, Seid poli- 
ties to moralize and save a city, and you 
send smallpox to heal leprosy or a car- 
cass to relieve the air of malodor, For

ninm becomes a church. But there are, I 
am glad to say, benign and salutary and 
gracious influences organized in all our 
cities which will yet take them for God 
and righteousness, Let us ply the gospel 
machinery to its utmost speed and power. 
City evangelization is the thought, Ao- 
customed as are religious pessimists to 
dwell upon statistics of evil and dolorous 
facts, we want some one with sanctified 
heart and good digestion to put in long 
line the statistics of natures transformed, 
and profligacies balked, and souls ransom- 
ed, and cities redeemed. 

Give us pictures of churches, of schools, 
of reformatory associations, of asylums of 
mercy. Break in upon the ‘'Misereres’’ of 
complaint and despondency with ‘Te 
Deums" and “Jubilates” of moral and reli- 
gious victory, Show that the day is coming 
whena great tidal wave of salvation will rol 
overall ourcities. Show how Pompeil buried 
will become Pompell resurrected. Demon- 
strate the fact that there are millions of 
good men and women who will give them- 
selves no rest day nor night until citfes that 
are now of the type of the buried cities of 
Italy shall take type from the New Jerusa- 
lem coming down from God out of heaven. 
I bail the advancing morn. 

I make the same proclamation today that 
Gideon made to the shivering cowards of his 
army, “Whosoever is fearful and afraid, 
Jet him return and depart early from Mount 
Gilead.” Close up the ranks. Lift the 
gospel standard.

“IN LITTLE LONDON. 


Prohibition Sentiw enned Hofore 
the Royal Commission, 
Loypow, Oot, 14.—Tho Royal Commis 
sion on the liquor traffic met here yeater: 
day morning, Only two members of the 
commission, Judge McDonald, of Brook: 
ville (obairman), and ex Mayor 1. BK 
Clarke, of Toronto, were presout. Mayor 
Easery was tho first witness, London, he 
said, haa two largo breweries, He was & 
prohibitioniat, except for the manufac- 
tures, arta and medicinal pnrposes, He 
would commit the enforcement of the law 
to the Provinolal and Donrinion Govern: 
ments. He believed direot taxation would 
bo preferable to the result of the Hqnor 
traitio. Ho did not deem it right that 
manufacturers should bo remuanorated for 
loss of plant aud machinery. 
have the manufactare for specific ParDoacs 
under Government control, The best sen: 
timent of the country waa with prohibition 
and he believed as a lawyer and a man that 
the law could be enforced as oasily as any 
otherdaw, The reason the Soott Act was 
not enforced was because magistrates and 
constables sometimes forgot their oath of 
office, The fat that the Scott Act, which 
carried {n 1885 in the County of Middlesex 
by 8,375 majority, had been repealed by a 
majority of 2, in 1889, was accounted 
for by Mayor Easery by saying that liquor 
was allowed to be sold in London, London 
has but little poverty and in most cases it 
could be traced to the use of liquor. 

Inspector of Licenses Robert Henderson 
had Bea inspector since 1876, Then 
there were 115 licensés with a population 
of 19,000; now there were 40 less. The 
Sunday and Saturday night law was well 
observed. Thé corner groceries carried on 
most of the illicit salea, He advocated in- 

risonment for a second offence. He pre- 
erred prohibition to local option.

In 1892, 
8,564 gallons were imported. but an in- 
creased duty had gone into effect in 1891 
from $1.75 per gallon to $2.12) per gallon 
on whiskey’ He accounted for the in- 
crease in 1888 by the assumption that the 
Scott Act was not working satinfactorily, It 
would be very diffienlt to prevent smug- 
gling in case of prohibition, He would 
prohibit the importation for domestic pur- 
poses. He would not interfore with the 
man who manufactured for his own use,

singing and cheering, and shouts for Rus 

aia, the Russian officors aud the Ozar rang 
from overy aide. At eight o'clock the 
ornsh was worse than before al 
bration bogan, Everybody was shouting 

** Long live Russia,” ** Long live the Czar, 

Mayor Ferraro gaye his luncheon in the 
name of the municipality at 11 o'clock. 
After the lunchéon he presented a gold 
champague cup to Admiral Avelan and 
silver champagne cup to every other Rus- 
sian officer, The presentation speeches 
were offusive, but they evoked no oorre- 
sponding response from the Runsians, 
Admiral Avelan expressed his thauke 
briefly and the other Russians followed his 
example. None of them made any allu- 
sion to politica, Untilevening the demon- 
stration was remarkable for the absonce of 
dronken men. After dark, however, wine 
was given ont in enormous quantities, 
Staggering sailors were to be seen every- 

whore and the popular manifestations of 
enthusiasm degenerated info maudlin em: 
bracos and dranken howling. 

A dinner was given at the Prefecture 
to the Russian officers and and the high 
French officials who haye come from other 
cities, Later there was a gala’ perform- 
ance atthe Grand theater which the Rus- 
siang attended at the invitation of the 
municipal government, The chief feature 
of the performance was a Franco-Ruasian 
ballet, e- 

Tovuton, Oct, 16,—The streets are crowd- 
ed and the enthusinsm of the people over = 
the arrival of the Russian fleet continues. 
The harbor is full of craft and their owners 
charge fabulous sums to the excursionists 
who wish to sail out and yiew the warships. 
The Mayor of Toulon, the Prefect and the 
Senatora and $Deputies from the Depart- 
ment of Var, in which Toulon is located, 
paid on official visit on Saturday to the 
Emperor Nicholas I,, the flagship of the 
Russian fleet. They were accorded # most 
enthusiastic reception, The Ruasiansailors 
were presented with gold and silver 
watches as souvenirs of their visit to 
Freneh waters, ‘The authorities of various 
provincial towns have sent besntiful illu- 
minated addresses to Admiral Avelan. It 
is a noteworthy fact that none of the Rus- 
sian sailors have as yet been allowed liberty 
to visit the shore, Admiral Ayelan is evi- 
dently anxions that they shall not mix in 
the remarkable effervescence that is pre- 

| vailing everywhere in Toulon, 

Almost all the officials and delegates 
who visited Admiral Avelan on Saturday 
left presents for the Russians. By even- 
ing these presents piled on the floor of 
the cabin reached fairly to the ceiling. M. 
Hubert, President of the Paris Municipal 
Council, formally invited the Admiral to 
visit the capital promising him such @ re- 
ception as befitted the allies, friends and 
brothers of Frenchmen. In reply Admiral 
Ayelan thanked M, Humbert, adding ; 
“ Every step we take in France is followed 
by Russia,” 

The Prefect of Marseilles invited Ad- 
miral Avelan to yiait that port, and the 
Admiral promised to ask his Government's 
permission to do 80. 

‘Admiral Avelan atten led the fete of 146 
gymnastic societies whose 1,400 young 
athletes represented every corner of 
France. Afterwards in the presence of 
civil, military and nayal officials a delega- 
tion from Rhoime presented to Avelan a 
handsome sonyenir from their city, The 
| admiral expressed his thanks briefly. 

Admiral Boissoudy gave banquet to 
the Russian and French officers on Satur- 
day evening aboard the warship Formid- 
able. An immensé sail cloth tent was 
erected on the rear deck, and under it the 
banquet was held, 

The Venetian fete in the harbor began 
‘at eight o'clock, Thousands of small 
craft decorated with multi-colored lanterns 
moved abont incessantly. The quays = 
overlooking the water were packed with 
people. B

A REIGN OF DARKNESS, 


Baltimore's Electric Light Works and Jail 
Destroyed by Fire. ~ ; 

Baurmore, Oct,, 16.—The Brush Elec- 
tric Light Works were burned up on Satur- 
day night. A spark from the machinery 
ignited the woodwork, which was saturat- 
ed with oil, Within an hour the plant 
wasin ruins and the city in darkness, 
The wind was blowing a gale und showers 
of sparks were carried a great distance. 
When the fire was at its height flames 
were discovered in the eaves of the city 
jail, The warden was notified of his 
danger by the shrieks of the PrSonety, 
who were frantic with alarm, It is be 
lieved that all the prisonere were removed 
before the flames drove the rescuers from 
the scene. Three prisoners ingprisoned 
there were overcome and were conveyed to 
a near-by hospital. The south wing of the 
jail was entirely burned out. The loss 
will be very heavy. 

Charles Dunn, a prisoner in the jail, 
died this morning from injuries received 
in jumping from the third storey of the 
jail.

Tho Institute now geta a government 
grant and also an appropriation from the 
city, but these amounts together with 
members foes are not sufficient to maintain 
its present efficiency, liberal private con- 
tributions are being made as well to its 
funds or the Institute would not be able 
to offor the attractions it now dues, What 
foma ns over the current expenses for 
rent, librarian’s salary, light, heating, etc, 
is devored to increasing the number of 
volumes in the library and furnishing 
Nuagazines, newspapers and other periodi. 
cals for the reading room, If we did not 
Scoure a sufficient revenue so as to have a 
certain amount over current expensces to 
procure additions to the library, the insti 
tute would very shortly haye to be closed, 
And again, it is imperative that we add a 
certain number of volumes every year in 
order to qualify for the government grant, 
or it would be withdrawn, 

We could hardly hope with the popula’ 
tion of Bellevilleto get a large enough 


memb rship atone dollar each to meet | 


necessary expenses, let alone adding new 
books to the library. Every dollar over 
expense for rent, etc, is expeuded in 
extending the library and adding new 
periodicals, consequently every member 


bonefits directly by the fees of other mem. | 


bers, and the more largely the Institute 
is patronized the bettorit is for each and 
for all. For two dollars a year every 
member not only gots the use of the lead~ 
ing magazines and daily newspapers, any 
one of which would cost him nearly double 
that sum, but he has besides the use of 
more than two thousand dollars worth of 
books. 

There is no department for the supply 
of our wants in which co.operation can be 
so eflectuallyand profitably workordasin that 
of literature, In combining together in 
this way each gets the benelit of the whole 
for every one cun take all the value there 
is in a book and yet leave it entire to all 
the rest, something impossible todo in 
the case of clothes or furniture or any- 
thing else. 

Any one who values highly the priviloge 
of having access to a large library would 
rather advocate ine easing tde members 
fees,inasmuch as the larger the anount of 
fees contributed to the funds, the greater 
the gain to each member. If there be 
two hundied members at two <lollars 
each one gets the benefit of four hundred 
doll.rs worth, ifit were four dollars each 
one would get the use of eight hundred

Adam, who happened to be 
prosent, cited the French proverb that to 
spill wine when about to drink was a sign 
of good luck and a plentifol harvest, aud 
she therefore hailed the incident with joy. 
The admiral pressed Mme. Adam's hand 
unable to speak, while two great tears 
trickled down his face and dropped upon 
his nniform.”

Anua Orr had been ill from typhoid 
fever before whe mysteriously left her 
home, Castle View. During her illness 
the fancy seized her that she was to be 
robbed of her hair. Only her sister Fanny 
had any control over her, ond on the 
night she disappoared her father, worn 
out by watching, had left her to get some 
rest aud her sister had stepped ont of the 
room for a moment, “ 

Fanny on her retura found Anna partly 
dressed and climbing out of the window, 
Anna broke away from her sister aud dis- 
sppoared in the darkness, 

Mr, Orr joined in the pursuit, but noth- 
ing was seen of the girl, and the entire 
neighborhood was notified, F 

Searching parties were made up and 

} Word was sent to the Bridgeport police 
department, Then began a search which 
has never been equalled in this part of the 
country. 

Reports wore received at first of the girl 
having been seen in the woods of the 
neighboring towns. Then there were visite 
to places as far away as South Carolina, 
only to find that the person found was not 
Anna Orr, The best detectives were un- 
able to find any clue. 

Ponds were drawn off and oyery inch of 
ground for miles around her home was 
searched, Some persons said the girl 
must be with friends or harbored in some 
farmer's family, and then the andden 
departure for New York of one of Mr. 
Orr's hired men roused a- suspicion that 
Anna had been murdered. ~ 

On the property of Major J. B, More- 
house, in Fairfield, Conn., about a mile 
from Castle View and 500 yards from any 
house, in a fleld back from the regular 
road which Anna most likely would have 
tnken that night, was an uncovered well, 
surrounded by a curbing two feet high. 
While ponds and woods were searched, 
this well had been left untouched. Farm 
hands were drinking from it during the 
summer, 

William B. Banks, one of the farm 
hands, went to the well for water late yes- 
terday afternoon. He noticed an object in 
the water, and, thinking it was a dog, 
lowered a lantern, By this light were re- 
yealed the head and garments of a woman. 

The first thought was that it was the 
body of the long missing girl The 
authorities were notified and Detective 
George Arnold, of this city, who had work- 
ed on the case, was summoned, 

‘The body was taken from the well at 
nine o'clock at night, and Detective Ar- 
nold at once recognized it as that of Anna 
Orr, The body was well preserved and 
the clothing was the same ag that worn on 
the night of July 29. 

Medical Examiner Donaldson looked at 

1 the body, after which it was taken to the 
morgue in this city, where Coroner Doten 
will begin an inquest to-morrow, 

Mr, Orr, the girl’s father, is overcome 
with grief. Mrs. Orr has been a sufferer 
for some time from mental aberration. 

Coroner Doten has decided to make a 
thorough investigation. How the girl 

* could have jumped down that well and 

not received #0 much as a scratch is a 

mystery which the coroner thinks should 

be cleared up. 

It is understood that persons in Fairfield 
will testify to having seon Anna Orr sit- 
ting on the steps of a school not far from 
the well several days after she disap- 
peared, The coroner wants to know the 
whereabouts of the hired man who dis- 
appeared.

Mr Wm. Oaddick, sworn, said he waa 
at Mr, Fitzpatrick’s hotel on Saturday 
night Sept. 16th about 10:20 tH corrobor= 
ated the statement of White as to the 
manner in which they secured the liquor. 
They had no requisition from a physician 
or other papers which gaye them author~ 
ity to procure the liquor. They hsd 4 
drinks at other places prior to visiting 
Mr. Fitzpatrick’s place. 

Mr, kitzpatrick sworn, ~Was not home 
thav evening alter 7 o'clock when he lock- 
ed his bar. Ho went out and did not re- 
turn until 11 o'clock, He did not sell 
liquor to them on the night of Sept. 16th. 

Robt. McCready sworn said he worked 
for Mr. Fitzpatrick, He remembered 
the 16th of Sept. as he was left in charge 
of the house whilst Mr, Fitzpatrick was 
out he left about 7.80, Mr. Fitzpatrtck 
did not return hame until néar 11 o'clock. 
Had Mr, Fitzpatrick been at the house 
during the interval -witness would have 
seen him, 

Cross examined by Mr, Clute,—There 
were threo horses in the stable that 
Saturday night,,one went out at at 7 an- 
other at 8 and one remained until norn- 
ing. Gould not tell what time he was in 
the sitting room or at the stables, Had 
neverrembered seering either White or 
This concluded the case and 
after argument judgment was reserved 
until Monday,

ought to yleld strength for the moll and 
struggle of everyday life. The Sabbath 
ought to bo harnessed Co all the six days of 
tha week, drawing them in the right dfree- 
tion. 

The chureh ought to be a magnet, visibly 
and mightily affecting all the homes of the 
worshipers, Every man gets roughly jos- 
dled, gots abused, gets cut, gets insulted, 
eta alighted, gets exasperated, By the 
time the Sabbath comes ho bas an accumu 
lation of six days of annoyance, and that is 
astarveling church sorvice which bas not 
strength enough to take that accumulated 
annoyance and hurl it into perdition, 

he business man sits down in church 
headachey from the week’s engagements. 
Perhaps he wishes ho had tarried at home 
on the lounge with the newspapers and the 
slippers. That man wants to be cooled off 
and wraciously diverted, ~The first wave of 
the religious service ought to dash clear 
over the hurricane decks and leave him 
dripping with holy and glad and heavenly 
emotion, ‘Send thee help from the sano- 


tuary."’ 


CHURCH MUSIC, 

In the first place sanctuary help ought to 
come from the music, A woman dying io 
England persisted in singing to the last mo- 
ment, The attendants tried to persuade 
her to stop, saying it would exhaust hor 
aud make ber disease worse, She an- 
swered; “I must sing, I am only practic 
ing for the heavenly cholr.’ Music on 
earth {s a rehearsal for music in heaven. If 
you andITare going to take part in that 
great orchestra, it is high time that we 
were stringing and thrumming our harps. 

They tell us that Thalberg and Gott- 
schalk never would go into a concert until 
they had first in private rehearsed, although 
they were such masters of the iustrument. 
And can it be that we expect to take a part 
in the great oratorio of heaven if we do not 
rehearse here? But I am not speaking of 
the next world, Sabbath song ought to 
set all the week to music, We want not 
more harmony, not more artistic expres- 
sion, but more volume inour church music, 

Now, Lam no worshiper of noise, hat I 
believe that if our American. churches 
would with fall heartiness of soul and full 
emphasis of voicé sing the songs of Zion 
this part of sacred worship would have ten- 
fold more power than it has now. Why not 
take this part of the sacred service aud lift

sacred song. Do you tell me that itis not 
fashionable to sing very loudly? Then, 1 
say, away with the fashion. Wedam back 
the great Mississippi of congregational 
singling and let a few drops of melody 
trickle through the dam. I say, take away 
the dam and let the billows roar on their 
way to the oceanic heart of God. Whether 
it is fashionable to sing loudly or not, let 
us sing with all possible emphasis, 

We hear a great deal of the art of sing- 
ing, of music asan entertainment, of music 
asarecreation, It is high time we heard 
something of music as « help, a practical 
help. In order to do this we must only 
have a few hymns, WwW tunes and new 
hymns every Sunday make poor congre- 
gational singing. Fifty hymns are enough 
for 50 years. The Episcopal church prays 
the samo prayers every Sabbath and year 
after year and century after century. 
For that reason they have the hearty re- 
sponses, Let us take a hint from that fact 
and let us sing the same songs Sabbath 
after Sabbath. Only in that way can we 
come to the full force of this exercise. 
Twenty thousand years will not wear out 

1 the hymns of William Cowper and Charles 
Wesley and Isaac Watts. 

Suppose now each person in this audience 
has brought all the annoyances of the last 
#65 days. Fill this room tothe ceiling with 
wacred song, and you would drown out all 
those annoyances of the 305 days, and you 
would drown them, out for ever. Organ 
and cornet are only*to marshal the yoice, 
Let the voice fall into line, and in com- 
panies and in brigades by storm take the 
obduracy and sin of the world, If you can- 
not sing for yourself, sing for others, By 
trying to give others good cheer, you will 
bring good cheer to your own heart, 

When Londonderry, Ireland, was be- 
sieged many years ago, the people inside 
the city were famishing, and a vessel came 
up with provisions, but the vessel ran on 
the river bank and stuck fast. The enemy 
went down with laughter and derision to 
board the vessel, when the vessel gave a 
broadside fire against the enemy, and by 
the shock was turned back intothe stream, 
and all was well, Oh, ye who are hig 
dry on the rocks of melancholy, giv 
broadside fire of song against your spirit- 
ual enemies, and by holy rebound you will 
come out into the calm waters. If we want 
to make ourselves happy, we must make 
others happy. 

Mythology tells us of Amphion, who 
played his lyre until the mountains were 
moyed and the walls of Thebes arose, but 
religion has a mighter story to tell of how 
Christian song may build whole temples of 
eternal joy and lift the round earth into 
sympathy with the skies. I tarried many 
nights in London, and I used to hear the 
bells, the small bells of the city, strike the 
hour of night—1, 2, 3, 4—and after they 
| were done striking the hour of night then 
the great St. Paul's cathedral would come 


sounds serm utterly insignificant as with 
mighty tongue it announced the hour of 
the night, every stroke an overmastering 
boom, 

My friends, it was intended that al) the 
lesser sounds of the world should be 
Arowned out in the mighty tongue of con- 
gregational song beating against the gates 
of heaven. Do you know How they mark 
the hours in heaven? They have noclocks, 
as they bave no candles, but a great pen- 


en from eternity to eternity. 
Lot those refuse to sing 
Who never knew our God, 
But children of the heavenly king 
Should speak their joys abroad. 
A SERMONIZER ON SERMONS 
Again, [remark thatsanctuary help ought 
| to come from the sermon, Of 1,000 people 
in this or any other audience how many 
want sympathetic help? Do you guess 1007 
Do you gtiess 00? You have guessed wrong, 
I will tell you just the proportion. Out of 
1.000 neonle in this audienos there arg just

young people want It Just as much as the 
old, ‘The old people sometimes seem to 
think t have ypoly of the rheu 
mations, and the neuralgios, and the hei 
aches, aud the physical disorders of 
world, but I tell you there are no we 
heartaches than are felt by some of these 


young people, 
Do you know that much of the work ts 


done by the young? Raphael died at 7; 
Hiohard 111 at 83; Gustavus Adolphus died 
at 03; Innocent IIT came to his mightiest 
fafluence at 87; Cortes conquered Mexico at 
#0; Don John on Lepanto at 25; Grotius 
was attorney general at M4, and IT have no 
tioed amid all élagsés of men that some of 
the severest battles and the toughest work 
comes before 80, Therefore we must have 
our sermons and our exhortation la prayer 
meeting all sympathetic with the young. 

‘And so with these people further on in 
life, What do these doctors and lawyers 
and merchants and mechanics care about 
the abstractions of religion? What they 
want ishelp to bear the whitslcalities of pa- 
tients, the browbeating of legal opponents, 
the unfal of customers, who have 
plenty of fault fading for every imperfec- 
tion of handiwork, but no praine for 20 ox- 
cellenoles. What does that brain racked, 
hand bilstered man care for Zwingle’s 
“Doctrine of Original Sin” or Augustine's 
“Anthropology!” You might as well go 
tos man who bas the pleurisy and put on 
hin side a plaster made out of Dr, Parr's 
“Trentino on Medical Jurisprudence.” 

While all of a sermon may not be help- 
ful alike to all, i€ it bea Christian sermon 
preached by a Cliristian man, there will be 
help for every one somewhere. We go into 
an apothecary store, We others being 
waited on, We do not complain because 
wo dé not immediately get the medicine, 
We know our turn will como after awhile, 
‘And so while all parts of a sermon may not 
be appropriate to our case if we walt pray- 
erfully before the on is through we 
shall have the diy prescription, I say 
to these young men who come here Sab- 
bath by Sabbath and who are going to 
preach the gospel, these theological sta- 
dents—I say to them, we want in our ser 
mons not more metaphysics, nor more 
imagination, nor more logic, nor more pro- 
fandity. 

What we wantin our sermons and Chris- 
tian exhortations is moresympathy, When 
Father ‘Taylor preached jn the Sailors’ 
Bethel at Boston, the Jack Tars felt that 
they had help for thelr duties among the 
ratiines and the forecastles, When Richard 
Weaver preached to the operatives in Old- 
ham, England, all the workingmen felt 
they had more grace for the spindles. When 
Dr. South preached ‘to kings and princes 
and princesses, all the mighty men and 
women who beard him felt preparation for 
thelr high station, 

‘ THE HELP OF PRAYER, 

Again, I remark that sanctuary help 
ought to come through the prayers of all 
the people, The door of the eternal store- 
house is hung on one hinge, a gold hinge, 
the hinge of prayer—and when the whole 
audience lay hold of that door it must come 
open, There are here many people spend- 
ing their first Subbath after some great be- 
reavement, What will your prayer do for 
them? How will {t help the tomb in that 
man’s heart?! Here are people who have 
not been in church before for 10 years; what 
will your prayer do for them by rolling 
over their soul holy memories? Here are 
people in crises of awful temptation, 

They are on the verge of despair or wild 
blundering or theft or suicide. What will 
your prayer do for them this morning in 
the way of giving them strength to resist? 
Will you be chiefly anxious about the fit of 
the glove that you put to your forehead 
while you prayed? Will you be chiefly 
critical of the rhetoric of the pastor's peti- 
tion? No. No. A thousand people will 
feel “that prayerds for me,” and at every 
step of the prayer chains ought to drop off, 
and temples of sin ought to crush into dust, 
and jubilees of deliverance ought to bran- 
dish their trumpets, In most of our 
churches we have three prayers—the open- 
ing prayer, what is called the “long prayer,” 
and the closing prayer. 

There are many people who spend the 
first prayer in arranging their apparel after 
entrance and spend the second prayer, the 
“long prayer,”’ in wishing it were throngh 
and spend the last prayer in preparing to 
start for home, The most insignificant 
part of every religious service Is the sor- 
mon. The more important parts are the 
Scripture lesson and the prayer.. ‘he ser- 
mon is only aman talking toa man, The 
Scripture lesson is Gel talking to man, 
Prayer is man talking to God, Oh, if we 
understood the grandeugy and the pathos of 
this exercise of prayer, instead of being a 
dull exercise, we would imagine that the 
room was full of divine and angelic appear- 
ANGE, 

But, my friends, the old style of church 
will not do the work. We might as well 
now try to take all the passengers from 
New York to Buffalo by stage coach, or all 
the passengers from Albany to Buffalo, by 
canalboat, or do all the battling of the 
world with bow and arrow, as with the old 
style of church to meet the exigencies of 
this day. Unless the church in our day 
will adapt itself to the time it will become 
extinct. The people reading newspapers 
and books all the week, in alert, pictur- 
esque and resounding style, will have no 
patience with Sabbath humdrum. 

We have no objections to bands and sur- 
plice and all the paraphernalia of -clerical 
life, but these things make no impression— 
mukeno more impression on the great mass- 
es of the people than the ordinary business 
suit that you wear in Walls! t. A tailor 

e 


cannot make a minister. Sor: of the poor- 
est preachers wear the bes~ clothes, and 
many a backwoodsman bas dismounted 
from the saddlebags, and in his linen dust- 
er preached a sermon that shook earth and 
heayen with its Christian eloquence, No 
new gospel, only the old gospel ina way 
suited tothe time, No new church, buts 
church to be the asylum, the inspiration, 
the practical sympathy and the eternal help 
of the people. 

But while half of the doors of the church 
are to beset open toward this world the 
other half of the doors of the church must 
be set open toward the next, You and I 
tarry here only a brief space. We want 
somebody to teach us how toget out of this 
life at the right time and in *he right way. 
Some fall out of life, some go stumbling 
out of life, some go aning out of life, 
some go cursing out of life. We want to 
go singing, rising, rejoicing, triumphing. 


We want half the doors of tne church set ; 


in that direction. We want ualf the pray- 
ers that Way, half the sermcns that way, 
We want to know how to get ashore from 
the tumult of this world into the land of 
everlasting peace, Wedo not want to stand 
doubting and shivering when we go away 
from this world.

He is Don Caesar 
de Bazan all the time, never Salvini, 
and it is the wame with D’Artagnan 
and Ruy Blas He has that higher 
quality in acting which few actors 
comprehend and fewer attain, of

F TO SELL BY WEIGHT. 


Milk Will Hereafter Go by Weight, Not 
_ Measure. e 

Toronto, Oct. 23.—On Saturday Con- 
trollers Wallace aud Wood received depu- 
tations from the Milk Dealers’ and Mik 
Producers’ Associations at the Clyde 
Hotel. After both sides had fully stated 
their grisvances the announcement was 
made that steps would be taken to bring 
about ral foeael Fy in the size of the cans to 
be used hereafter. At the present time | 
ean pop follows his own bent in 
regard to the capacity of the can in which | 
he ships his to the dealer. The Gov. 
ernment will shortly issué an order mak- 
ing it obligatory upon both dealers and 
producers to have the weight and capacity 
of their cans stainped upon them. 

Heretofore there hays been many 
putes between the producers and dealers | 
regarding the quantities shipped by the | 
first namod to the latter, To remedy this 
it has been decided that in place of mea- 
suring milk it shall be weighed at the 
point of shipment. By this means the 
responsibility for any shortage in quantity 
can be fixed, as all the prodncer will have 
todo when demanding payment for his 
product will be to show the certificate of 

‘the agent at his station that he has ahip- | 
ped so many pounds of milk. 

Mr, Wood instructed the officers of the 
Weights and Measures Department to take 
the necessary steps to carry out the com: | 
promised arrangements arrived at.

A long and at times humorous discus- 
sion aroze over clause tour, Ald, Collins 
set the ball in motion by objecting to the 
recommendation, Hedid not see why 
the city should not use Mrs, Thompson's 
horse aa well as any other.

Ald Spatford said that the horse could 
not do the work required, as it could not 
draw halfa load. ‘This is why he did not 
favor keeping it, lt does not pay to em 
ploy such a horse asthat, If the council 
wants to assist Mrs. Thompson all right, 
but this was a roundabout and expensive 
way to do so,

The mimic collision showed that the 
headlight of the engine on No. 6 train 
could not be seen more than twenty rods 
from the point of collision, and fully cor- 
roborated Engineer Cranshaw’s testimony.

“This never would haye happened if you 
had not been in the baggage car talking 
with me about tho water.” 

Scott gave no ion for having the 
double back before No. 9 passed, except to 
blame him (Phipps) for drawing his atten- 
tion from his work. 

The testimony of William R. Cargill, 
baggageman of No, 6, went to corroborate 
the statement of Conductor Scott as to the 
conversation about meeting No. 9 that oc- 
curred in his car, He said; “After I 
jumped ont of the car I looked down the 
track to see the effect of the accident, 
God knows I never want to see such a 
sight again.” Witness here broke down 
and sobbed like a child, and it was some 
time beforé he could gain control of his 
feelings

A Coal Dock Wrecked. 

West Superior, Wis, Oct. 26,—One 
hundred and fifty fost of the Lehigh Coal 
and Iron Company's docks haye given way 
under the enormous weight of coal pres- 
sure upon them, The front part of the 
dock when it went down carried with it 
three rows of heavy superstructures built 
upon it. Three thousand tons of hard 
coal went along with the wreck to the bot 
tom of the bay. Strong, heavy square 
timbers broke off like twigs. No men 
were on the docks at the time of the ac- 
cident.

detached and ordered to Washington for 
saluting Admiral Mello and paying an 
official ca)l upon the leader of the insur- 
gents, was received with surprise. He re- 
ports that from the ontbreak of the re- 
yolution Admiral Mello has received re- 
cognition from the ships of foreign nations 
in the harbor of Rio, All the commanders 
of foreign warships exchanged frank and 
courteous visits with him. 

There is in Buenos Ayres many letters 
showing the measures taken by Admiral 
Mello to avoid bomburding the city of Rio 
Janeiro, With these letters are also pub- 
lished all the despatches from foreign leya- 
tions, with the replies received by them. 
All of these communications {llustrate 
courtesy and moderation on the part of 
Mello and the bad faith of Peixoto, 

Carlos Carvalho, who was recently ap- 

inted Minister of Foreign Affairs by 
Peixoto, has resigned. He recently drew 
up the obnoxious decree for the expulsion 
of foreigners. 

The reyolution in the south is still gain- 
ing headway. 


A Steamer for Peixoto. 

New York, Oct, 28.—The steamer El 
Cid, of the Morgan line, has been pur- 
ohased for Peixoto. She will carry to 
Brazil the arms and ammunition recently 
procured here for the Brazilian Govern- 
ment,

THE SOUL'S LIFEBOAT, 

But do we feel the importance of a lifeboat 
in the matter of the soul’s rescue? There 
are times when we all feel that we are out 
al sea, and as many disturbing and anxious 
questions strike us as waves struck that 
vessel against the sides of which the life 
boat of my text dangled. Questions about 
the church. Questions about the world. 
Questions about God. Questions about our 
eternal destiny. Every thinking man and 
woman has these questions, and in pro- 
portion as thoy are thinking people do 
these questions arise, There is no wrong 
in thinking.

A LIFEBOAT FOR ALL, 

But while in my text we stand watching 
the marines with their cutlasses, preparing 
to sever the ropes of the lifeboat and let 
her fall off, notice the poor eqnipinent. 
Only one lifeboat, ‘Two undead and gey- 
enty-six passengers, a8 Paul counted them, 
and only one lifeboat, My text uses the 
singular and not the plural. “Cut off the 
ropes of the boat.” I do not suppose it 
would have held more than 80 people, 
though loaded to the water's edge, 1 think 
by marine law all our modern vessels have 
enough lifeboats to hold all the crew and 
all the passengera in case of emergency, 
but the marines of my text were standing 
by the only boat, and that a small boat, 
and yet 276 passengers, But what thrilla 
me through and through fs the fact that 
though we are wrecked by sin and trouble, 
and there is only one lifeboat, that boat is 
large enough to hold all who aro willing 
to get intoit. The gospel hymn expresses it: 

All may come, whoever will; 

This Man recelyes poor sinners still, 
But I must haul in that statement a little. 
Room for all in that lifeboat, with just one 
exception. Not you; I do not mean you, 
but there is one exception. There have 
been cases where ships were In trouble and 
the captain got all the passengers and crew 
into the lifeboats, byt there was not room 
for the captam, He, throngh the sea- 
trumpet, shouted: “Shoye off now and pull 
for the beach, Goodby,” and then the cap- 
tain with pathetic and sublime self sacrifice 
went down with the ship, So the Captain 
of our salvation, Christ the Lord, Jaunches 
the gospel lifeboat and tellaus all to get 
tn, but he perishes. ‘It behooved Christ to 
suffer.” 

Was it not so, ye who witnessed his ago- 
nizing expiration? Simon of Cyrene, was 
if not so? Cavalry troops whose horses 
pawed thedust at the crucifixion, waa it 
notso? YeMaryswho swooned away with 
the sun of the midday heavens, was it not 
“By his stripes we are healed.” By 
his death we liye. Byhis sinking in the 
deep sea of suffering we get off ina safe 
lifeboat, Yes, we must put Into this story 
a little of our own personality. Wehada 
ride in that very lifeboat from foundered 
craft to solid shore, 

Once on the raging seas I rowed, 

‘The storm was loud; the night was dark; 

The ocean yawned and rudely blow'd 

The wind that tossed my foundering bark. 

ButI got into the gospel lifeboat, and I 
got asliore, No religious speculation for 
me, ‘These higher criticism fellows do not 
bother me a bit. You may ask me 50 ques- 
tions about the sea, and about the Jand, and 
about the lifeboat that I cannot answer, 
but one thing I know, I am ashore, andi 
am going to stay ashore, if the Lord by his 
grace will help me, I feel undér me some- 
thing so firm that I try it with my right 
foot, and try it with my left foot, and then 
I try it with both feet, and it is so solid that 
I think it must be what the old folks used 
to call the Rock of Ages.

y orfewlam going to spend my time 
Syeoninaaing the lifeboat which fetched 
me here, a poor sinner saved by grace, and 
in swinging the cutlasses to sever the ropes 
of my unsafe lifeboat and let her fall off. 
My hearer, without asking any questions, 
get into the gospel lifeboat, Room! and 
yet there is room! The biggest boat on 
earth is the gospel lifeboat, You must 
remember the proportion of things, and

you ask. 

Well, I know how you feel, for summer 
before last, on the sea of Finland, I had 
the same experience, The ship in which 
we sailed could not venture nearer than a 
milo from shore, where stood the Russian 
palace of Peterhof, and we had to get into 
a small boat and be rowed ashore, The 
water was rough, and as we went down the 
ladder at the side of thoship we held firm-

Another lifeboat tempting us to enter is 
mado up of many planks of good works, 
It is really a beautiful boat—almsgiving, 
practical sympathies for human suffering, 
righteous words and righteous deeds, [ 
must adinit I like the looks of the prow, 
and of the rowlooks, and of the paddles, 
aud of the steering gear, and of many who 
are thinking to trust themselves on her 
benches, But the trouble about that life- 
boat is it leaks, I never knew a man yet 
good enough to carn heaven by his virtues 
or generosities.

Paul had {t about right when he sald, 
“By the deeds of the law shall no flesh Iiy- 
ing be justified.” David had itabout right 
when he said, Thero ts none that doeth 
good—no, not one.” The old book had it 
about right when itsald, “All have sinned 
and come short of the glory of God.” Let a 
man get off that ittle steamer called The 
Mald of the Mist, which sails up to the foot 
of Niagara falls, and then climb to the top 
of the falls on the descending floods, for he 
can do {t easier than any man ever will be 
able to climb to heaven by his good worka, 
If your thoughts have always been exactly 
right, and your words exactly right, and 
your deeds altvays exactly right, you can 
ko up to the gate of heaven, and you need 
not even knock for admittance, but open it 
yourself and push the angels out of your 
way and go up and take one of the front 
seats, 

But you would be so unlike any one else 
that has gone up from this world that you 
would be a curiosity in heaven and more 
fit fora heavenly museum than for a place 
where the inhabitants could look at you 
free of charge, No, sir, I admire your good 
works, and that lifebout you are thinking 
of trusting in is handsomer than any yaw) 
or pinnace or yacht or cutter that ever sped 
out of a boathouse or hoisted sail for a 
race, But she leaks, Trust your soul in 
that, and you will go the bottom, She 
leaks. So I imitate the mariners of the 
text, and with a cutlass strike the ropes of 
the boat and let her fall off. 

THE HOPE OF THE HYPOCRITE. 

Another lifeboat is Christian Inconsist- 
encies, The planks of this boat are com- 
posed of the split planks of shipwrecks. 
That prow is made out of hypocrisy from 
the life of a man who professed one thing 
and really was another, One oar of this 
lifeboat was the falsehood of a church 
member, and the other oar was the wicked- 
ness of'some minister of the gospel whose 
iniquities were not for a long while found 
out, Not one plank from the oak of God's 
eternal truth in allthat Hfeboat. All the 
planks, by universal admission, are de- 
cayed and crumbling and fallen apart and 
rotten and ready to sink, ‘Well, welll” 
you say. “No one will want to get into 
that lifeboat.”’ 

Oh, my friend, you are mistaken, That 
{s the most popular lifeboat ever con- 
structed, That is the most popular life- 
boat ever launched, Millions of people 
want to get into it.

J. V. Farwell, the wealthy dry goods 
merchant of this city, arose, and in a voice 
filled with emotion, said :— 

* Another murder to be avenged.” 

‘The reputation of the man and his man- 
ner forbid the thought that he intended te 
counsel lynching. Nevertheless the utter- 
ance was taken up instantly by the hun- 
dreds present, and as if by mutual under- 
standing they rose in a body and without 
formal adjournment marched out of the 
building and headed for the west side, the 
home of the late magistrate. 

From all parts of the city bodies of men 
haye been collecting and moving toward 
the scene of the murder and toward the 
city hall) Wherever the news became 
known a small group of mev, astounded at 
what they heard, got together to discuss 
the event, and as if by common impulse 
started on their way to the city hall, where 
the murderer was most likely to be con- 
fined, or to the Mayor's residence. 

That the thought uppermost in the minds 
of these men was to take the life of the 
assassin it needed no questioning to dis- 
cover, The common movement at once 
alarmed the authorities and all the re- 
serves were massed in the heart of the city. 

There are graye fears that some outbreak 
may occur. 

Mayor Harrison had been at the Fair all 
day. In the evening he returned home 
and dined with his son and daughter, He 
was alone in the lower part of the house 
when the assassin rang. A servant an- 
swered the door, and Prendergast, saying 
he must see the mayor immediately, 
rashed past her and into Mr, Harrison's 
presence without waiting to be announced. 

Prendergast, as soon as soon as he en- 
tered the room, fired three shots, and then 
retired. 

‘Two weeks from next Tuesday, had Car- 
ter Harrison Jived for that brief period, he 
would have taken to himself a third wife, 
in the person of Miss Annie Howard of 
New Orleans.

represents Buddha lying on his right side, 
with his left band extended on his leg and 
| one foot showlhg under his robe. Hishead 
rests on piles of boxes or cases, his eyés are 
open, and his expression js benevolent and 
| intelligent. Human beings standing on 
’ the ledge of rock which forms his couch 
look like men in front of a great building. 
The height at the shoulder is 70 feet and 
the'length about 270. It is supposed to 
have been built in the fifteenth century. 
On the Irrawaddy river below Prome {s a 
cliff two miles long and about 300 feet high, 


which is carved in rows of Buddbas, some 
i 


of which are 20 feet high and in many casea 
richly gilded, Robert Boyle, a recent tray- 
eler in Burmah, describes the view of the 
city of Pagan from the river as “one of the 
grandest and mostimpressive sights le has 
evéersxcen.” This old capital contains an 
enormous number of Buddhist’ temples of 
various sizes and styles of aréhitecture.—

Changing Plumage. 

All birds change their plumage with the 
seasons, & process which we term endysla 
or ecdysis, a putting on or taking off of 
nlumage, popularly known as molting, 
Yow, let us understand that a feather is 
merely a modjfled scale, or better yet a 
modification of the skin growth, possessed 
only by birds, and all birds have them, 
Tho bair and furof mammals, the scales 
of fishes and reptiles are merely modifica- 
tions of the same substance, And even the 
horny coverings of the beak and claws and 
the scales of the legs are the same, but very 
differently developed, 

‘These feathers, in common with all the 
different forms of epidermic growths, grow 
from a little sac formed from the substance 
of the epidermis and are composed first of 
a matrix, from which emerges a little five 
rayed tuft of hatr. This is what we call a 
pin feather, By growth the conjunction of 
these hairs in the matrix evolves into a 
shaft, bearing two webs or vanes, variously 
modified in form to suit the special pur 
hether of Might or covering or at- 
ive quality by reason of coloration, 

These feathers, full grown, must necessa- 
rily be exposed to the wear and tear of the 
weather and contact with the ground and 
vegetation among which the bird is com- 
pelled to travel in search of food or to e» 
cape attack, Andas the feather, when it 
reaches its full growth, takes on a more 
solid consistency to better withstand such 
contact, and in so doing ceases its growth, 
it becomes necessary to renew these feath- 
ers.—Boston Commonwealth.
